The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using It, In such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most neariy connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 10 and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based 
on a disclosure which is not enabling. The use of a sealing element comprising a 
tongue (16) having an extension in an inclined direction downwards appears to be 
critical and essential to the practice of the invention, in order to guarantee that all of the 
water in the container (1) is forced to pass through the filter element (5) [see page 4, 
lines 6-16 of the specification, especially lines 13-16]. Since this feature has not been 
recited in claims 10 and 12-17 [claim 17 recites a tongue, but not one having an 
extension in an Inclined direction downwards], these claims are not enabled by the 
disclosure. In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10 and 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which Applicant regards as the invention. Claims 10 and 12-17 fail to recite the 
apparently essential limitation that the sealing element comprises a tongue having an 
extension In an inclined direction downwards; and therefore, these claims fail to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which Applicant regards as 
the Invention. 
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Claims 10 and 12-17 liave not been rejected over "art" because it is agreed that 
the references of record do not teach or fairly suggest a water filter device having an 
operating rod that Is coated with an agent that emits silver ions. 

Claim 17 would be allowed if rewritten in independent fomn, and if further 
amended to recite that the tongue includes an extension in an inclined direction 
downwards.
